Being aggrieved by the order of rejection , the 
applicants filed a revision application before the 
Central Government and by a common order dated 
16-6-93 , the CentralGovernment set aside the order of 
rejection with a direction to the State Government to 
grant one more opportunity to the applicants to submit 
the approved mining plan within a period of three 
months as prayed by the applicants before the 
Revisional Authority . However, the applicants again 
failed to submit the required documents . 


a period of 3 months from the date of its order dated 
16-6-93 . Subsequent to the passing of the order by the 
Revisional Authority , about 8 years have passed and 
regrettably not only the mining plan but also other 
documents which are required under rule 22 of Mineral 
Concession Rules , 1960 have not been submitted . A 
statutory notice as required under rule 26 ( 3 ) of Mineral 
Concession Rules , 1960 was issued to the applicants on 
8-9-98 and despite this notice also , the applicants did 
not bother to take any effective steps to supply the 
omissions. Furthermore , a notice for personal hearing 
was issued on 24-1-2001 which was received by the 
applicants on 31-1-2001 and this time also there has 
been no action on the part of the applicants to comply 
with the statutory requirements for the purpose of 
renewal of mining lease .

As none of the above documents were submitted , a 
notice bearing No. 96 / 260 /88 -Mines / 2625 dated 24-1-01 
was issued to the applicants fixing the date for 
hearing as 13-2-01 which notice was duly received by 
the applicants on 31-1-01. On the schedule date, the 
applicants by a letter dated 13-2-2001 sought an 
extension of 8 weeks time to prepare for personal 
hearing .
